+. Immediately after the Receipt of this 
Letter, Father Hunter was carneſt for my 
going to Liege; and. preſſed me ſo hard 
that I began to be doubtful; reſolving not 
to continue with them on any Terms. For 
my Soul abhorrd their Ways and Do- 
ings, being perfectly convinced how falſe 
their Zeal was, and contrary to the Word 
of God. I had utterly quitted the thoughts 
ef a Religious Life among them; yet was 
ſenſible I could but die, if I went to Fa- 
ther Sabran, and if I return'd to Exgland, 
1 was in danger of being Starved in Priſon 
for Debt. Therefore I reſolved to venture 
to him, come what would. _ 
Father Hunter now began to ask, how 
1 would pay the 50 J. he bad enjoyn d 
me as my Pennance: Oh Father! (IRe- 
ply d) I will draw a Bill on a Merchant 
at Roterdam, for one hundred and fifty 
pounds, payable, on ſight ; which I deſire 
you to get Return d by your Merchant: 
This Bait pleas d the Prieſt extremely; and 
accordingly, I drew the Bill payable to his 
Merchant, charging it on Mr. Milliam Ca.
